Southern consumptioá which he 
placed at 4,778,926 hales, Mr. Hes­ 
ter said, indicates an increase of 
398,808 bales compared with last 
year and an increase 
compared 
¿etth year before last of 793,598. 
The consumption of cotton 
in­ 
cluding 1 inters in the 
Southern 
states iá the largest ever known. 
Mr. Hester makes 
the 
world’s 
consumption of American cotton 
15.165.000 bales and the amount 
carried over at the close of July 
5.362.000 bales. 
The world's con­ 
sumption, said the secretary, has 
never before 
reached 
15,000,000. 
He makes the year’s exports, in­

The outlook for agriculture and |he industries 
is reflected in the rise of stocks on the New 
York Exchange, to near the high level of last 
- winter. 
Notwithstanding the long period of 
sustained activity, no fundamentally unfavor­ 
able factors have appeared, and the conserva­ 
tive temper prevailing is one of the best assur­ 
ances against the over-expansion which is fatal 
J to prosperity. 
All the familiar indexes give testimony to 
the high level of business. Bank checks cashed 
and railway traffic are exceeding correspond­ 
ing figures for all previous years by a com­ 
fortable margin, electric power 
consumption, 
which has come to be regarded as one of the 
most trustworthy indexes of manufacturing ac­ 
tivity, continues to establish new records, and 
employment conditions have been very satisfac­ 
tory in most sectiofub 
This is certainly nothing discouraging in that 
line of thought, sounds pretty good to the fellow 
who is wondering if we «re due for good busi­ 
ness, or just preparing to fall into a slump which 
has not been equaled in years in the past. 
Buck 
up, this is August, five good months of a good busi­ 
ness year left in which to do business, if business 
doesn’t increase with these conditions prevalent then 
the fault is not to be laid to the door of the buying 
public,
